Passed Assistant Surgeon Smith reports as follows: 
As directed in Bureau circular letter of the 5th instant, I have the 
honor to report that 5 vaccination certificates were issued at this 
station during the month of October to emigrants destined for the 
Isthmian Canal Zone, vaccination being done in each case.

I also have the honor to transmit a 
comparative mortuary report of the years of 1901, 1902, 1903, and 1904, 
from which but one conclusion can be drawn, and that is that the work 
done by the Service in Laredo during the period from September 25, 
1903, to September 20, 1904, not only prevented a recurrence of yel-
